The originally presented claims were drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising an IB AT inhibitor, or a pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt, solvate, solvate of such salt or a prodrug thereof, and to a method of treatment and/or prophylaxis of constipation in a 
warm-blooded animal comprising administering to said animal an effective amount of an IBAT inhibitor, or a pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt, solvate, solvate of such salt or a prodrug thereof. The claims have been amended to recite methods of treating 
functional constipation or C-IBS (irritable bowel syndrome) comprising administering various benzothiadiazepine species. Original 
claims 5-7 were withdrawn from consideration in the first Office Action. Accordingly, further search and consideration are presently 
required.
